ruling means that it' a man is con- 
victed in the oity court in Newcastle 
o'f violating the prohibition law, the 
federal revenue agents will be after 
him at once to collect the $1,000 re- 
venue provided by t'he federal law. 
While there has always been a good 
profit in 'bootlegging 
Whiskey, 
the 


new danger will remove part of the 
profits and the violator will in addi- 
tion face 4he federal 
court, 
if he 


does not settle forthwith. 


Peter J. Kruycr, internal revenue 


icollector for Indiana, states 
th'a't 


liquor seized from violators of t'he 
prohibition law is not subject to the 
revenue tax unless it is put up for 
sale. His announcement follows re- 
ceipts of a telegram direct from tlie 
department 
in Washington which 


was in reply to questions asked by 
Kruycr. 


The internal revenue collector also 


'holds that the special war tax can- 
•n-ot be collected 
from person* who 


have been found 
guilty of having 


liquor in their possession, when it 
can be s'liown beyond nil dowht that 
such liquor is not held .for purposes 
of sale. Kruyer said he would start 
at once to collect all taxes due from 
bootleggers who have 'been convict- 
ed since February 21% the da'to when 


t'he new revenue .measure became a 
law. 


Although it has been generally un- 


derstood t'hat the tax pannot be col- 
lected upon whiskey and other in- 
'toxienting- liquors which have been 
confiscated 
under 
due process olf 


law and are held by city and county 
authorities, 
Kruyer apparently 
is 


not entirely clear on the subject as 
he has asked 
for a specific ruling 


from the department hi Washing- 
ton. 
Under the Indiana law, the 


police ofnVer 
or sheriff who confis- 


cates flic liquor 
t'ram 
an alleged 


'bootlegger cannot destroy it. except 
Ly order of the court. 
This liquor 


is usually held by the officials 
as 


evidence in the case. It appeals that 
it would be an injustice to the offi- 
cials to hold them 
responsible for

no't as individuals

THOMAS O.: NEIBOUR, 


Private, Company M, 167th 


Infantry- 


Private Neibour, whose home 


Is at Sugar City, Idaho, was dec- 
orated for conspicuous gallantry 
in action near Lnndres-et-St. 
Georges, France, October 16, 
1918. On the afternoon of Oc- 
tober 16, when the Cote de Cha- 
tillen had Just been gained after 
bitter fighting, and the summit 
of that strong bulwark in the 
krienhilde Stellung was being 
organized, Private Neibonr was 
sent out on patrol with bis au- 
tomatic rifle squad to enfilade 
enemy machine gun nests. As 
Private Neibour gained the ridge 
he set up his automatic rifle and 
was directly thereafter wounded 
In both legs by fire from a hos- 
tile machine gun on his flank. 
The advance wave of th* enemy 
troops 
counter-attacking 
had 


about gained the ridge and al- 
though practically cut off and 
surrounded, the remainder of 
his detachment being killed or 
wounded, this gallant soldier 
kept bis automatic rifle In op- 
eration to such effect that by 
his own efforts and by fire from 
the skirmish line of his com- 
pany at least. 100 yards In his 
rear, the attack was checked. 
The enemy wave being halted and 
lying prone, fonr of the enemy 
attacked Private Neibonr. at 
close quarters. These he killed. 
He then moved along among the 
enemy lying on the ground about 
him. in the midst' of the flre 
from his own lines, and by his 
coolness and gallantry captured 
eleven prisoners at the point of 
his pistol and. although pain- 
fnlly wounded, brought them 
back to our lines. The counter- 
attack In full force was .arrest-, 
ed, to a large extent by the 
single efforts . of this soldier, 
whose heroic exploits took place 
against the skyline In full view 
of bis entire battalion.
